Many  thanks  to  the  nearly  900  of  you  who  have  ei¬ 
ther  joined  the  Bernal  Heights  Neighborhood  Center 
for  the  first  time  or  have  renewed  your  membership. 
Our  goal  is  still  1,200  members,  and  we  feel  confident 
that  we’ll  reach  that  mark  as  support  for  BHNC  con¬ 
tinues  to  grow  throughout  our  community,  but  we  staff 
are  now  making  our  annual  shift  away  from  our  mem¬ 
bership  drive  in  order  to  plan  the  year’s  biggest  event, 
Fiesta  on  the  Hill. 

Close  to  15,000  people  crowd  Cortland  Avenue  each 
third  Sunday  in  October,  but  most  people  don’t  know 
that  BHNC  produces  this  family-oriented,  community 
building  event.  Most  people  also  don’t  know  that 
Fiesta  is  BHNC’s  big  fundraiser 
for  the  year.  In  order  to  survive  as 
a  non  profit  organization  that  pro¬ 
vides  essential  services  and  pro¬ 
grams  and  addresses  critical  is¬ 
sues,  we  must  be  successful  in 
raising  money. 

So,  how  can  you  help  Fiesta  be 
a  success?  Make  a  contribution  to 
BHNC;  buy  an  ad  in  the  ad-book 
(and  promote  your  business  at  the 
same  time);  volunteer  to  plan  the 
event  or  volunteer  on  the  day  of 
the  event  (October  15);  buy  and 
sell  raffle  tickets;  and  come  to  the 
big  event  to  support  not  just 
BHNC  but  the  many  local  vendors 
and  musicians.

If  you  have  old  (or  new?)  stuff  to  sell,  register 
your  site  with  BHNC— members  get  a  discount!— and 
we’ll  put  your  site  on  the  maps  we  make  available  to 
thousands  of  shoppers  so  they  can  find  you. 

I  also  want  to  thank  all  of  you  who  came  to  the 
Transportation/  Pedestrian  Safety  workshop  on  July 
15  at  Bernal  Gateway.  It’s  exciting  to  have  had  our 
three  year  Mission  St  planning  work  actually  result  in 


funding  from  the  City  that  will  lead  to  physical  im¬ 
provements  to  Mission  St  to  enhance  pedestrian  safety 
and  all  modes  of  transportation.  BHNC  in  association 
with  the  Excelsior  Action  Group  hosted  a  similar  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  Excelsior  on  July  8,  and  through  both  of 
these  efforts,  we  will  be  able  to  coordinate  these  im¬ 
provements  all  the  way  from  Cesar  Chavez  to  Geneva 
and  out  Geneva  to  the  Balboa  BART  station. 

As  you  can  tell,  there’s  a  lot  going  on  as  usual!  In 
the  midst  of  all  this  activity,  we  have  hired  some  new 
staff.  Please  welcome  our  Office  Manager,  Danielle 
Bennett,  the  first  smiling  face  you  see  when  you  visit 
the  Neighborhood  Center.  We  have  also  added  a  new 
Job  Developer  through  the  Mayor’s 
Youth  Employment  and  Education 
Program,  Jorge  Rosales.  Frederique 
Clermont  has  joined  us  from  the 
neighborhood  as  our  new  Youth 
Services  Director  and  Greater 
Mission  Consortium  (GMC) 
Coordinator.  Donald  Armstrong  is 
our  new  Site  Manager  at  the  GMC. 
You  may  have  already  met  Katie 
Waddell  our  new  Volunteer 
Coordinator,  and  if  you  haven’t, 
then  you  should  know  that  she’s  al¬ 
ways  ready  to  welcome  and  orient 
new  volunteers.  I  am  very  proud  to 
announce  that  Justine  Lauderback- 
Strebler,  our  Accounts  Manager  for 
nearly  7  years,  has  been  promoted 
to  Director  of  Finance  and 
Administration.

Excelsior  News 

COALITION  WINS  STRONGER  AFFORDABLE  HOUSING 
REQUIREMENTS  CITYWIDE 


New  city  policy  -  supported  by  a  community  coalition  •  will  require  buildings  like  these  to  make  more  housing  afford¬ 
able  to  people  with  low  and  moderate  incomes.

Bernal  Heights  has  seen  a  steady 
stream  of  new  development  in  re¬ 
cent  years  -  especially  along 
Mission  Street.  The  just-completed 
pink  complex  at  the  corner  of 
Mission  and  Valencia  Streets  is  one 
example.  Occupants  of  these  build¬ 
ings  change  the  mix  of  people  living 
in  the  neighborhood  because  the 
new  apartments  and  condos  are 
priced  beyond  the  means  of  most 
nearby  residents.  Fortunately,  San 
Francisco  -  like  many  other  cities  - 
requires  that  developers  sell  or  rent 
a  percentage  of  new  housing  at  be- 
low-market  rates  (BMR).  And  now 
the  City  is  poised  to  stiffen  those 
“inclusionary  housing”  require¬ 
ments.  In  July,  the  Land  Use 
Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed  amendments  to 
San  Francisco’s  Inclusionary 
Housing  ordinance. 

The  current  ordinance  passed  in 
2001  mandates  that  in  new  housing 
of  10  or  more  units,  12  percent  of 
those  units  must  be  sold  or  rented 
at  below-market  rates.  Developers 
can  opt  to  build  these  “BMR  units” 
on  a  separate  site  but  at  a  higher 
percentage  —  17  percent.  (For  those 
developments  not  requiring  a  condi¬ 
tional  use  permit,  the  percentages 
drop  to  10  percent  on-site  and  15 
percent  off-site).  As  a  third  option, 
developers  can  pay  into  the  City’s 
Affordable  Housing  Fund  in  lieu  of 
developing  the  BMR  units  them¬ 
selves.  The  fee  for  each  unit  not 
built  ranges  from  $116,031  for  a 
studio  up  to  $356,959  for  a  3  bed¬ 
room. 

For-sale  BMR  units  are  priced  to 
be  affordable  to  households  earning 
100  percent  of  the  area  median  in¬ 
come.  For  a  three-person  household, 
the  current  maximum  income  level 
is  $91,200.  Rental  units  are  priced 
to  be  affordable  to  households  with 
incomes  at  60  percent  of  area  medi¬ 
an,  or  $54,700  for  a  three-person 
household.  In  the  current  housing 
market,  virtually  all  new  housing  is 
sold  rather  than  rented. 

A  broad  coalition  of  groups  has 
been  working  to  improve  this  legis¬ 
lation  so  that  BMR  units  are  more 
deeply  affordable  and  more  BMR 
units  are  produced.  The  coalition 
includes  Housing  Justice  and  the 
Council  of  Community  Housing 
Organizations  -  Bernal  Heights 
Neighborhood  Center  actively  par¬ 
ticipates  in  both  groups. 

Supervisors  Daly,  Maxwell,  and 


McGoldrick  have  proposed  amend¬ 
ments  to  enable  the  ordinance  to 
better  provide  truly  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  to  San  Franciscans  of  modest 
means.  Combined  with  affordable 
housing  developed  by  BHNC  and 
other  nonprofit  developers,  which 
serve  people  at  much  lower  income 
levels,  including  folks  who  have 
been  homeless,  inclusionary  hous¬ 
ing  is  an  effective  tool  to  ensuring 
that  San  Francisco  continues  to  be 
home  to  people  with  diverse  eco¬ 
nomic  circumstances. 

In  July,  the  city  released  a  study 
showing  that  BMR  requirements 
could  be  a  bit  steeper  without  mak¬ 
ing  housing  development  unprofit¬ 
able  in  San  Fx-ancisco.  And  a  com¬ 
promise  package  of  changes 
emerged  from  negotiations  among 
housing  advocates,  developer  inter¬ 
ests,  and  City  Hall.  If  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  these  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  will: 

•  Increase  the  number  of  af¬ 
fordable  units  required.  The  new 
percentage  will  be  15  percent  for 
units  built  on-site,  and  20  percent 
for  units  built  off-site. 

•  Reduce  the  income  limits  by 
about  eight  percent,  so  that  BMR 
units  will  be  priced  lower  and  be  af¬ 
fordable  to  more  households. 

•  Require  buildings  as  small 
as  five  units  to  participate  in  the  in¬ 
clusionary  housing  program,  rather 
than  the  current  threshold  of  10 
units. 

•  Ensure  that  developments  on 
adjacent  lots  are  considered  a  single 
project  for  purposes  of  determining 
whether  or  not  the  project  is  subject 
to  inclusionary  requirements. 

•  Require  that  off-site  units  be 
built  within  one  mile  of  the  market- 
rate  development,  and  that  they  ei¬ 
ther  be  rentals,  or  if  sold  the  price 
must  be  affordable  to  households 
making  80  percent  rather  than  100 
percent  of  median  income. 

Improve  the  marketing  process  so 
that  both  new  and  re-sale  BMRs  are 
made  openly  available. 

So  what’s  next?  In  September 
2006,  the  amendments  will  go  to  the 
full  Board  of  Supervisors  for  a  vote, 
and  everyone  is  welcome  to  come 
voice  an  opinion.

through  the  Business, 
Transportation,  and  Housing 
Agency. 

Many  ideas  on  the  table  emerged 
from  the  Mission  Street  Community 
Vision,  a  plan  developed  by  over 
200  people  and  released  last 
September.  The  recommendations 
of  the  Vision  include  things  like 
MUNI  service  and  bus  stop  im¬ 
provements;  safer  intersections;  and 
plantings  for  a  greener  Mission 
Street.  July’s  workshop  showed 
that  these  kinds  of  ideas  aren’t  just 
dreams:  the  TA  will  apply  for  fund¬ 
ing  this  fall  so  that  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  projects  can  happen  in  one  to 
five  years. 

The  roughly  35  people  who  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  workshop  largely 
agreed  that  pedestrian  safety  is  a 
big  issue  in  the  neighborhood.  Folks 
at  the  workshop  favored  “curb  ex¬ 
tensions”  at  crosswalks  since  they 
would  shorten  the  distance  needed 
to  cross  the  street. 

“People  were  really  excited  to 
hear  that  they  would  be  landscaped 
in  some  places,”  said  Ana  Validzic 
of  DPH  who  led  the  discussion.  The 
second  most  popular  pedestrian 
safety  project  was  pedestrian-scale 
lighting.  This  would  be  an  addition 
to  the  current  street  lights  that  are 
designed  mainly  to  light  the  way  for 
cars. 

Other  small  groups  affirmed  the 
need  for  safer  intersections  along 
Mission  Street  at  Valencia,  Chavez, 
and  Randall.  Currently,  Valencia 
Street  widens  from  one  lane  south¬ 
bound  at  Cesar  Chavez  to  four  un¬ 
derused  lanes  at  Mission  Street. 

Just  about  everyone  praised  the 
bold  idea  of  removing  two  lanes  and 
building  a  new  mini-plaza  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  Mission  and 
Valencia.  This  could  provide  much- 
needed  open  space  and  also  slow 
traffic  turning  right  from  Valencia 
onto  Mission.  A  dedicated  left  turn 
lane  for  cars  headed  northbound  on 
Mission  to  Valencia  got  a  big 
thumbs  up  because  it  would  reduce 
frustrating  bottlenecks  that  drivers 
know  all  too  well.  The  intersection 
of  Mission  and  Chavez  is  the  top 
priority  for  many,  and  folks  in  at¬ 
tendance  strongly  favored  curb  ex¬ 
tensions  to  make  the  crossing  dis¬ 
tance  less  intimidating. 

Transit  improvements  provoked 


lively  discussion  too,  with  many 
folks  valuing  NextBus  —  those  digi¬ 
tal  readouts  at  bus  shelters  showing 
how  long  your  wait  will  be  -  and 
more  frequent  service  on  the  14L 
Mission  Limited.  Participants  vot¬ 
ed  and  favored  faster  and  more  reli¬ 
able  transit  service,  rather  than 
short  distances  between  transit 
stops. 

Leading  up  to  July’s  workshop, 
bilingual  BHNC  outreach  workers 
Carina  Yau  and  Rocio  Barraza 
pounded  the  pavement.  Along  with 
others  they  collected  data  by  stand¬ 
ing  on  corners  counting  cars,  pedes¬ 
trians  and  bicyclists.  This  informa¬ 
tion  helped  everyone  to  better  un¬ 
derstand  the  issues  and  needs  on 
the  Mission  corridor.  They  talked  to 
merchants  who  shared  their  opin¬ 
ions  on  what  should  be  changed  in 
the  neighborhood  and  posted  fliers 
in  their  windows  to  get  the  word 
out.  Yau  and  Barraza  also  spoke 
with  the  tenants  of  the  Bernal 
Gateway  Apartments,  Bernal 
Dwellings,  the  Greywood  Hotel,  the 
Alemany  Public  Housing  and  day 
laborers  to  get  input. 

All  that  energetic  outreach  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  workshop  with  a  diversi¬ 
ty  of  voices  —  residents,  merchants, 
Spanish  and  Cantonese  speakers, 
walkers,  Muni  -riders  and  drivers, 
bicyclists,  senior,  and  parents  with 
kids  —  coming  together  to  envision 
positive  changes  along  Mission 
Street.

YOUTH  LED  JOBS  STIMULATE  “GREEN  JOBS”

The  Bernal  Heights 
Neighborhood  Center  (BHNC)  and 
the  Alemany  Resident  Management 
Corporation  (ARM)  are  collaborat¬ 
ing  with  farmers  to  provide  environ¬ 
mental  awareness,  health  educa¬ 
tion,  food  and  green  jobs  to  local 
youth  and  adults,  who  want  to  con¬ 
tribute  in  the  revitalization  process 
of  the  Alemany  Farm  (Farm). 

A  part  of  this  vision  is  a  youth- 
led  project  to  provide  environmental 
awareness  and  health  education, 
and  give  farming  skills  to  local 
youth.  The  project  will  apprentice 
10  youth  to  develop  an  organic 
farm.  Two  youth  leaders  will  be 
hired  to  oversee  the  planning  and 
operation  of  the  project  (with  sup¬ 
port  from  adult  mentors).  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  youth  leaders  will  conduct 
outreach,  interview  and  hire  youth 
participants  to  participate  in  the 
project.  Youth  participants  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  stipend  for  their  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  project.  This  is  an  excel¬ 
lent  opportunity  for  youth  with  no 
or  limited  work  experience  to  get  in¬ 
volved  and  participate  in  the  proj¬ 
ect.  Thus,  building  a  work  history, 
enhancing  their  self-esteem  and  im¬ 
proving  their  opportunity  to  obtain 
future  employment. 

The  Farm  is  a  200,000-square 
foot  property,  located  near  Highway 
280,  on  the  south  side  of  Bernal 
Heights  and  sits  adjacent  to  the 
Alemany  Housing  Community. 

Over  the  years,  wonderful  experi¬ 


enced  farmer  and  gardener  volun¬ 
teers  have  worked  diligently  on  the 
Farm.  Now  with  additional  inter¬ 
est,  there  are  concerted  efforts  and 
groups  of  volunteers  prepared  to 
help  revitalize  the  Farm  and  make 
it  sustainable.  It  is  believed  and 
hoped  that  as  the  Farm  develops 
there  will  be  increased  community 
investment,  empowerment  and  self 
sufficiency.  The  goal  and  vision  of 
the  project  is  to  empower  Alemany 
residents  to  grow  their  own  food, 
and  encourage  them  to  think  about 
how  they  fit  with  the  natural  envi¬ 
ronment,  and  how  they  can  become 
more  engaged  in  their  communities. 
The  Farm  will  produce,  promote 
and  positive  culturally  appropriate 
community  activities,  jobs.  This  is 
an  incredibly  important  project  for 
the  community,  its  neighbors  and 
the  youth  who  participate  in  the 
project. 

The  funding  for  this  project 
comes  through  a  contract  between 
Bay  Area  Community  Resources/ 
Communities  in  Harmony  Advocacy 
for  Learning  and  Kids  and  The  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco’s 
Department  of  Children,  Youth  and 
Families  a  titled  the  Youth  Funding 
Youth  Ideas.  It  is  hoped  the  fund¬ 
ing  for  the  project  will  expand  as 
more  people  visit  and  become  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Farm.

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  PUT  ALEMANY  ON  THE  MAP

With  the  support  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Neighborhood  Center  staff,  tenant 
leaders  from  Alemany’s  RMC  (Resident  Management  Corporation)  and  a  few  vol¬ 
unteer  farmers  held  up  yellow  signs  during  July  17  Board  of  Supervisors  meet¬ 
ing  that  read:  “Put  Alemany  on  the  Map.”

The  result:  a  small  victory. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  what  Supervisor  Daly  and  budget  committee 
chair  referred  to  as  “the  people’s  budget”.  BHNC  organizers  anticipate  the  advo¬ 
cacy  and  support  from  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano  and  Supervisor  Chis  Daly  will 
result  in  a  minimum  of  $300,000,  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

BHNC’s  organizing  staff  submitted  a  proposal  on  behalf  of  the  neighborhood 
that  included  expanded  outreach  for  tenant  organizing  including  language  ca¬ 
pacity,  Alemany  Farm,  and  services  and  program  activities  for  youth  and  adults 
at  Alemany. 

Georgia  Willett,  often  referred  to  as  “The  Mayor  of  Alemany”  by  those  in  her 
community,  and  member  of  BHNC,  described  the  Board  decision  as  “excellent.” 

“It’s  a  start,”  Willett  said  of  the  funding.  “(These  programs)  will  keep  kids 
busy  and  learn  and  get  them  off  the  streets  to  do  something  with  their  hands  be¬ 
sides  guns  and  drugs.” 


ADDRESSING  SAFETY  ISSUES  IN  THE  COMMUNITY

What  would  the  Bernal  Heights/Excelsior  community  look 
like  if  every  resident  were  engaged  in  making  their  neighbor¬ 
hood  a  safer  place  to  live? 

A  group  of  participants  in  the  BHNC  Community  Congress 
-  a  community  forum  held  in  late  spring  -  asked  themselves 
that  same  question  and  then  took  action.  BHNC  hosted  its  first 
monthly  Violence  Prevention  Group  (VPG)  meeting  in  late 
June.  The  meeting,  which  is  set  to  occur  on  a  regular  basis,  is 
intended  to  engage  a  diverse  community,  including  youth,  se¬ 
niors,  families  of  all  ages,  class,  race,  language,  gender  and  ori¬ 
entation. 

During  the  first  VPG  meeting,  the  group  discussed  pressing 
safety  issues  in  detail  including  youth  issues,  street  safety  and 
community  building.  A  number  of  members  committed  to  have 
a  separate  meeting  to  encourage  youth  involvement. 

While  VPG  is  in  the  beginning  phases  of  tackling  issues  of 
safety  prevention  in  the  community,  it  is  important  that  neigh¬ 
bors  are  dilligent  about  reporting  incidents  of  violence.  BHNC 
believes  that  community  empowerment  and  involvement  can 
create  change  and  increase  safety  in  communities.

Imagine  only  one  toll  free  number 
to  reach  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  that  will  operate  24 
hours,  day,  seven  days  a  week  and 
365  days  a  year!  Not  only  that,  but 
a  live  customer  service  agent  will 
answer  the  phone  rather  than  being 
automatically  shuttled  into  “voice- 
mail  hell”.  San  Francisco  Customer 
Service  Call  Center  was  initiated  by 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  to  streamline 
the  way  city  government  operates 
and  establish  a  higher  standard  of 
customer  service  within  all  city  de¬ 
partments. 

There  are  currently  1,574  phone 
numbers  listed  for  the  City  of  San 
Francisco.  Rather  than  navigate 
through  so  many  phone  numbers, 
you  will  soon  be  able  dial  an  easy  to 
remember  phone  number  to  obtain 
any  information  about  city  services. 
Whether  you  want  to  patch  a  pot¬ 
hole,  get  the  latest  information 
about  new  exhibits  at  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art  or  anonymously  re¬ 
port  drug  dealing  and  nuisance  ac¬ 
tivities,  all  you  need  to  do  dial  “3-1- 
1”  to  reach  a  live  operator.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  English,  the  Call  Center  will 
be  able  handle  calls  in  172  languag¬ 
es. 

Over  50  percent  of  phone  calls  to 
911  are  non-emergency  in  nature, 
such  as  noise  complaints,  landlord 
complaints,  blocked  driveways  and 
bus  information.  A  dedicated  non¬ 
emergency  311  number  will  reduce 
the  workload  on  911  operators  and 


allow  those  with  real  emergencies  to 
get  through.  This  will  greatly  im¬ 
prove  emergency  response  times  for 
ambulance,  fire  department  and  po¬ 
lice.  In  case  of  a  catastrophe  such 
as  an  earthquake  or  terrorist  attack,

half  of  311  Call  Center  can  trans¬ 
form  itself  into  a  911  emergency  call 
center. 

State  of  the  art  Customer 
Relationship  Management  (CRM) 
technology  will  enable  311  customer 
representatives  to  track  each  and 
every  one  of  your  service  requests. 
CRM  is  a  powerful  tool  that  allows 
city  departments  to  communicate 
with  each  other  despite  the  widely 
divergent  software  applications  cur¬ 
rently  in  use  by  each  department. 
311  operators  will  be  able  to  track 
service  request  that  involve  multiple 
city  departments  and  get  real-time 
information  about  the  status  of  your 
service  request. 

Many  other  cities  have  imple¬ 


mented  311  Call  Centers  such  as 
New  York,  Los  Angeles,  Baltimore, 
Minneapolis,  San  Jose,  San  Diego, 
Las  Vegas,  Detroit  and  Austin.  The 
first  city  which  implemented  a  311 
Call  Center  was  Baltimore  and 
within  the  first  two  months  of  oper¬ 
ations,  reported  42  percent  reduc¬ 
tion  of  in  the  number  of  non-emer¬ 
gency  phone  calls  to  911. 

In  New  York  City,  call  centers 
within  large  departments  were  in¬ 
creasingly  outsourced  to  other  cities 
and  countries  much  to  the  dismay  of 
its  citizens.  When  New  York  finally 
established  their  own  311  Call 
Center  in  2003,  New  Yorkers  were 
elated  to  discover  that  when  they 
called  311,  a  live  New  Yorker  who 
assisted  them.  With  over  375  new 
jobs  created  in  the  first  year  alone, 
311  has  been  inseparable  part  of  the 
cultural  and  social  landscape  of  an 
iconic  city  known  for  its  passion  for 
dialogue  and  communication. 

The  311  Call  Center  will  be  locat¬ 
ed  at  One  South  Van  Ness  begin¬ 
ning  in  September  2007.  A  soft 
launch  is  scheduled  for  November 
2006  and  a  full  public  launch 
planned  for  March  of  2007. 
Applications  for  call  operators, 
trainers  and  managers  will  be  for¬ 
mally  posted  in  July  2006  with 
training  commencing  in  October

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FROM  SACRAMENTO  AND  YOUR  NEIGHBORHOOD

While  the  summer  winds  down 
here,  in  Sacramento  the  weather 
and  the  legislature  will  be  heat¬ 
ing  up.  With  just  over  a  month 
to  go,  the  Assembly  and  Senate 
will  reconvene  for  the  final 
stretch  of  a  two-year  session. 
While  we  have  made  significant 
accomphshments  this  year, 
much  of  the  work  remains  to  be 
completed.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  share  with 
you  some  successes  we  have  had 
in  this  year’s  budget  negotia¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  some  of  the  is¬ 
sues  I  will  be  working  on  in 
August. 

This  year  is  the  first  since 
2000  that  the  state  budget  was 
approved  before  the  fiscal  year 
deadline.  The  end  product  is 
balanced,  responsible  and  com¬ 
passionate.  Schools  are  fully 
funded,  foster  children  will  get 
more  of  the  resources  they  need, 
our  parks  will  get  badly  needed 
maintenance,  and  our  most  vul¬ 
nerable  citizens  won’t  see  their 
benefits  cut.  Assembly 
Democrats  were  fiscally  prudent 
and  insisted  on  using  one-time 
income  for  one-time  expendi¬ 
tures. 

On  the  educational  front,  local 
community  college  fees  will  de¬ 
crease  from  $26  per  unit  to  $20 
per  unit,  allowing  more  people  to 


take  advantage  of  the  broad 

array  of  educational  and  job 
training  opportunities  these  in¬ 
stitutions  have  to  offer. 

In  the  final  days  of  budget  ne¬ 
gotiations,  I  helped  secure  $14.3 
million  to  fund  the  California 
High  Speed  Rail  Authority’s 
work  on  a  high-speed  train  sys¬ 
tem  that  will  eventually  allow 
travel  from  San  Francisco  to  Los 
Angeles  in  just  2.5  hours.  You 
can  find  more  information  at 
http://www.cahighspeedrail.ca. 
gov. 

Furthermore,  I  will  be  work¬ 
ing  to  pass  a  number  of  other 
important  measures.  As  more 
private  companies  pursue  the  lu¬ 
crative  business  of  collecting 
child  support  debt,  more  par¬ 
ents,  especially  low-income  sin¬ 
gle  mothers,  are  complaining 
about  some  unfair  business  prac¬ 
tices  within  the  industry. 
Assembly  Bill  2781  will  improve 
the  way  the  state  regulates  pri¬ 
vate  child  support  collection 
agencies  to  avoid  unfair  treat¬ 
ment.

The  San  Francisco  Department  of 
the  Environment  (SF  Environment) 
is  offering  a  new  program  that  al¬ 
lows  local  employers  to  support 
their  employees’  efforts  to  leave 
their  cars  at  home  and  find  other 
ways  to  get  to  work.  The  aptly 
named  Emergency  Ride  Home 
(ERH)  program  is  available  to  all 
San  Francisco  employers.  After  an 
employer  enrolls,  employees  can 
take  a  reimbursable  taxi  ride  when 
they  have  a  personal  emergency 
during  work  as  long  as  they  com¬ 
muted  that  day  by  transit,  vanpool, 
carpool,  bicycling  or  walking. 

Emergencies  include: 

■Illness  or  crisis  of  employee  or 
immediate  family  member 

•Employee  is  unexpectedly  re¬ 
quired  to  work  late 

•Carpool,  vanpool,  or  bicycle  prob¬ 
lems 

Funded  by  tax  dollars,  the  ERH 
program  typically  costs  employers 
nothing.  Employers  are  allotted  an 
annual  allowance  of  $700,  after 
which  the  program  covers  half  the 
cost  of  all  rides.  Each  employee  may 
take  up  to  four  ERH  trips  per  year. 
Employees  living  outside  of  the  Bay 
Area  may  even  be  reimbursed  for  a 
rental  car. 

Currently,  78  employers  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  ERH  program  ranging 
in  size  from  small  non-profit  organi¬ 
zations  to  large  universities  and 
hospitals  including  UCSF  and 


California  Pacific  Medical  Center. 

Here’s  how  to  set  up  the  ERH 
program  at  your  workplace: 

1. Request  an  employer  enroll¬ 
ment  form  by  contacting  Stephanie 
Li  at  commuterbenefits@sfgov.org  or 
415/355-3729. 


Currently,  78  employers  are 
enrolled  in  the  ERH  program 
ranging  in  size  from  small  non¬ 
profit  organizations  to  large  uni¬ 
versities  and  hospitals  includ¬ 
ing  UCSF  and  California  Pacific 
Medical  Center. 


2. After  enrolling,  announce  to 
employees  that  the  program  is  avail¬ 
able. 

3.  When  an  emergency  arises,  the 
employee  arranges  for  the  ride  and 
saves  the  receipt.  Afterwards,  the 
employee  completes  a  reimburse¬ 
ment  request  form  containing  a  val¬ 
id  receipt  and  supervisor’s  signa¬ 
ture,  and  sends  it  to  SF 
Environment  for  direct  reimburse¬ 
ment. 

The  next  time  you  are  caught  in 
an  emergency  during  work,  indulge 
in  a  cab  ride  and  let  ERH  foot  the 
bill.  For  further  details  on  the 
Emergency  Ride  Home  program, 
visit  www.sferh.org  or  contact 
Stephanie  Li  at  Stephanie. li@sfgov.

BHNC  STAFFER  SHARES  EXPERIENCE  AT  UNITED  FARM  WORKERS  PROTEST

On  Thursday,  June  15,  on  the 
front  steps  of  San  Francisco’s  City 
Hall,  I  was  invited  to  stand  in  soli¬ 
darity  with  Krug-  Mondavi  work¬ 
ers,  United  Farm  Workers  (UFW) 

President  Arturo  Rodriguez,  labor, 
community,  political,  religious  and 
immigration  reform  activists  to  de¬ 
clare  a  nationwide  boycott  on 
Charles  Krug  and  C.K.  Mondavi 
wine  labels.  I’ve  attended  many  of 
these  press  conferences  for  over  a 
decade  now  -  first  as  a  United  Farm 
Worker  Organizer  (for  seven  years), 
and  now  as  supporter. 

I  worked  with  the  United  Farm 
Workers  from  1995  to  2002.  I  orga¬ 
nized  in  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco,  working  in  the  cities  to 
build  support  for  the  farm  workers 
to  gain  employment  contracts;  get¬ 
ting  support  from  a  coalition  of 
unions,  students,  clergy,  politicians, 
immigrant  population  and  others. 

I  worked  with  important  leaders,  including  Dolores  Huerta,  political 
leaders,  Cesar  Chavez  family,  celebrities,  religious  leaders  and  others.  I  co¬ 
ordinated  delegations,  support  committees,  demonstrations,  actions,  press 
conferences,  marches,  just  to  name  a  few,  all  in  an  effort  to  gain  support 
and  create  pressure  as  a  consumer.  Our  department  was  first  called  the 
boycott  office,  and  later  named  public  action. 

When  I  attended  the  Mondavi  Press  Conference  at  City  Hall  on  June  15, 
where  UFW  kicked  off  the  Mondavi  wine  boycott,  I  met  some  of  the  Krug 
Mondavi  wine  workers  who  have  been  struggling  to  renew  their  contract. 
Some  of  the  workers  that  spoke  gave  their  personal  accounts  and  talked 


about  their  experiences  in  strug¬ 
gling  for  a  renewal  of  their  union 
contract,  which  ended  on 
December  31  of  last  year.  They 
spoke  about  threats  from 
Mondavi  and  told  their  stories  of 
how  their  employer  threatened 
termination. 

On  Friday,  July  7,  2006,  36 
workers  were  fired  from 
Mondavi  just  after  the  state 
Agricultural  Labor  Relations 
Board  told  Mondavi  it  was  filing 
a  formal  complaint  against  the 
winery.  After  being  fired,  a  33- 
year  old  company  veteran  work¬ 
er,  Jorge  De  Haro  says  “Krug- 
Mondavi  does  not  care  about  it’s 
workers  nor  do  they  seem  to  be 
worried  about  what  the  law 
says.” 

Krug  Mondavi  workers  need 
your  help!  Krug-Mondavi  has  no 
right  to  refuse  to  negotiate  with 
its  vineyard  workers  over  renew¬ 
ing  their  UFW  contract  and  has  no 
right  to  fire  the  workers.  Please  help  the  Krug-Mondavi  workers  by  sending 
an  email  message  to  Krug-Mondavi  winery  or  calling  them  directly:  (707) 
967-2216  or  (707)  967-2291  and  help  us  boycott  their  wine  labels  until  they 
negotiate  in  good  faith.
